How- 
ever, Craig Madsen, criminal division 
chief at the county attorney’s office, 
said Dove contacted him Tuesday 
morning and said he will surrender to 
county officials on Wednesday. “He 
said he has some family matters to 
take care of first,” said Madsen. 
Killpack said the exact dollar figure 
involved in the charges is unknown 
but estimated it at more than $6 mil- 
lion. He said the major portion of the 
charges are 2nd degree felonies that 
could carry a possible $10,000 fine and 
a one to 15 year prison sentence. 
Dove, former owner and operator 
of Dove’s Happy Service Markets 
grocery chain, filed for Chapter 11 
bankruptcy on Nov. 15, 1988. R. Kim- 
ball Mosier, the court-appointed 
trustee in the case, said the 
bankruptcy was changed to a Chapter 
7 after it was determined the chain 
could not operate profitably. At the 
time the bankruptey was filed, Dove 
listed assets of $20,218,250 and liabili- 
ties of $16,366,728 owed to over 165 
creditors. Mosier said the assets were 
grossly overestimated and the liabili- 
ties were grossly underestimated. 
Barry C. Conover, deputy execu- 
tive director of the Utah State Tax 


Commission, said Dove owes the 
state $5.2 million in taxes. He said the 
tax commission filed a complaint with 
the Utah Attorney General’s Office 
after Dove filed amended sales tax 
returns two weeks after he filed for 
Chapter 11 bankruptcy. He said the 
Attorney General’s Office referred 
the case to the Utah County Attor- 
ney’s Office. 

Conover said it is unlikely the state 
will ever recover the money owed by 
Dove. The cities where Dove’s Happy 
Service Markets were located will 
lose over $500,000 in tax money, he 
said. 

Killpack said the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s Office will continue to recover 
tax losses through the bankruptcy 
proceeding. He said a joint investiga- 
tion by the Economic Crime Unit of 
Utah County and the Utah State Tax 
Commission led to the charges being 
filed. He said one prosecutor and two 
investigators from the county attor- 
ney’s office and one investigator from 
the tax commission have been work- 
ing full-time on the case for two and a 
half months.

“Fusion does not do away en- 
tirely with the radiation issue,” said 
Ed Cecil, professor of physics at the 
Colorado School of Mining. 

Cecil said the large number of neu- 
trons produced in an ordinary fusion 
experiment would still, at the engi- 
neering level, create a problem of se- 
curity similar to that in the ordinary 
nuclear reactor fission process. 

“The interesting thing about the 
Texas A&M experiment is that they 
appear to be generating much more 
heat than the associated amount of 
neutron radiation seems to indicate,” 
said Cecil. 

If there had been a corresponding 
amount of neutrons emitted during 
the Pons and Fleischman experi- 
ment, which yielded only afew watts, 
no one could have survived the mas- 
sive doses of radiation, said Cecil. 

Pons and Fleischman claimed to 
have retrieved four watts of energy 
for every watt added.

One of the most -successful high 
school coaches in Utah during the 
1970s, Carl Ingersoll, will not be re- 
tained on the staff of new head coach 
Roger Reid.

“When you work with a guy nine 
years and grow up coaching in the 
same state as he did, it becomes a real 
tough decision,” said Reid. “At this 
point in time we are reorganizing, and 
we felt this was the best direction for 
us to go. 

“This was no snap decision,” said 
Reid. “I lost a lot of sleep over it. I 
have great respect for the man. He’sa 
great coach.” . 

Ingersoll was the leading candidate 
to replace Larry Andersen, Ladell 
Andersen’s son,.as head coach at 
Snow. College in Ephraim, but he 
turned down the job because his wife 
works as a school teacher in Orem, 
and his daughter is going on a mission 
for The Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter-day Saints. “I was very disap- 
pointed, and hurt when I heard the 
news of the decision,” said Ingersoll. 
“T felt I was a good assistant.” 

Ingersoll was one year shy of being 
able to receive any type of retirement 
benefits. His future plans are still a 
little cloudy. “I may go back into 
teaching Zoology but I’d rather stay 
in coaching,” he said. 

“T’ve been very happy at BYU,” he 
said. “It’s been a great experience for 
me. I feel Ihave taken alot more from 
the program than I gave it.” 

Ingersoll, 56, built his reputation as 
a successful coach mainly at American 
Fork High School, where he directed 
the basketball team for eight years. 
During his last six years there, his

Soviet police arrest hundre 
in attempt to calm republic

MOSCOW — Police arrested hun- 
dreds of people and were seizing tens 
of thousands of hunting rifles from 
Soviet Georgians in an attempt to 
calm the republic, which on Tuesday 
mourned 19 people killed in a pro-in- 
dependence rally. 

Tanks, armored personnel carriers 
and soldiers patrolled the streets of 
the southern republic’s capital, Thil- 
isi, to enforce a ban on public gather- 
ings and an 11 p.m.-6 a.m. curfew. 

President Mikhail S. Gorbachev, 
apparently signaling a tough Kremlin 
response to any more outbursts of na- 
tionalist feeling, expressed his re- 
solve to oppose “extremism, anti-So- 
viet displays and the destructive 
actions of adventurist elements.” 

Gorbachev’s comments at a meet- 
ing with Hans-Jochen Vogel, the head 
of West Germany’s Social Democratic 
Party, were carried by the Soviet 
news agency Tass. 

Gorbachev said he considered it a 


“sacred” principle that Georgians and 
others should have the right to ex- 
press their opinions freely, but said 
the law set limits on their actions, 
Hans-Vogel reported after the meet- 
ing. 

“The question of state power is 
nothing to be trifled with or taken 
lightly,” Vogel quoted Gorbachev as 
saying. 

Reports indicated a general strike 
that began Friday to back demands 
for Georgia’s secession was easing. 
Some buses and trolleys resumed 
routes Tuesday, and police who .ac- 
companied the vehicles on their 
rounds were beaten, Tass said. It said 
many schools also remained closed by 
boycotts. 

Tuesday was declared a day of 
mourning to mark what the Georgian 
Communist Party leader, Djhumber 
Patiashvili, called “a common grief’ 
— the deaths of civilians killed in a 
clash Sunday with soldiers and police 
at the pro-independence demonstra- 
tion.

NEW YORK — A midnight Tues- 
day deadline for completing agree- 
ments to sell Eastern Airlines to Pe- 
ter V. Ueberroth passed without a 
deal being reached, but the judge 
overseeing the talks ordered all sides 
to return to his courtroom Wednes- 
day morning. 

It remained unclear whether the 
parties had agreed to extend the 
deadline, which was imposed by Ue- 
berroth and Texas Air Corp., East- 
ern’s parent company. No one in- 
volved would comment immediately. 

Although a group led by Ueberroth 
has agreed with Eastern union lead- 
ers on labor concessions necessary to 
complete the $464 million , deal,

cluded resistance by Texas Air to de- 
mands that include the naming of a 
special trustee to run the airline. 

Furthermore, a committee repre- 
senting Eastern’s unsecured credi- 
tors expressed reservations Tuesday 
about the deal and indicated it wanted 
financial advisers to review it. 

Discussions took place at offices of 
New York law firms before partici- 
pants moved to the U.S. Bankruptcy 
Court, where they met separately 
with bankruptcy examiner David 
Shapiro. 

At about 9 p.m., Ueberroth and 
partner Thomas Talbot left the court- 
house. Ueberroth declined to say 
whether the deadline had been ex- 
tended.

Longer dance hours 
OK with neighbors, 
informal survey says

Ivy Tower owner Scott Rosenberg 
told the Provo Municipal Council he 
has taken action to reduce noise from 
the dance hall, and then presented a 
survey showing that neighbors of the 
dance hall appreciated the efforts. / 

Speaking at Tuesday night’s meet- 
ing, Rosenberg said the dance estab- 
lishment “sealed off all the windows” 
at the Ivy Tower which he said re- 
sulted in a 50 percent noise level re- 
duction. 

He also said residents in the sur- 
rounding area are “glad to see things 
happening with the building and are 
glad to have the kids there.” 

Rosenberg said he attempted to 
survey all 22 of the dance hall neigh- 
bors living within a block of the estab- 
lishment. He said 17 were reached, 
and were asked to respond to six 
questions. All questions and answers 
were listed in the proposal Rosenberg 
presented to the Council. 

One of the survey questions asked 
respondents about a proposed change 
in an existing ordinance which re- 
quires dance halls to close at mid- 
night. The question asks residents 
how their household would be af- 
fected if the ordinance was changed to 
read “all dance halls will close their 
doors at midnight and discontinue 
business by no later than 1 a.m.” 

Rosenberg’s survey showed that 
most residents would favor such a 
change in the ordinance. One neigh- 
boring resident is reported to have 
said he “would prefer (the closing 
time) to be 1 a.m. as it keeps the kids 
in a good clean establishment.” 

Other residents reportedly said 
they would support the change if Ivy 


Tower security “cleared the parking 
lot as soon as possible.” 

Councilman Bullock said he appre- 
ciates the efforts that have been made 
to resolve existing problems, but 
Chet Waggener, chief administrative 
officer, refused to accept Rosenberg’s 
proposal and survey. He said he had 
no way of knowing if the survey was a 
true representation of the neighbor- 
hood’s opinions.

Falling Great Salt Lake reveals artifacts. 
SALT LAKE CITY — The falling level of the Great Salt Lake has handed fi i 
graduating soon’ 
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ancient Indian artifacts even as they unveil them. 

Archaeologists have known for some time that the Fremont, Shoshone and 
other Indians called the Salt. Lake Valley home for thousands of years before 
Brigham Young led Mormon pioneers here in 1847. 

Now they have proof — if the lake doesn’t wash away what it has unearthed. 

“When the lake level rose, the wave action washed and beat at the shoreline 
and exposed the sites,” said Kevin Jones, assistant state archaeologist. 

“Now that the level has been dropping back, those sites are now on dry

Dozens of professional and amateur archaeologists are scrambling to iden- 
tify the sites and cover them with plastic to prevent further erosion from the 
Great Salt Lake. 

Steve Simms, a Utah State University archaeologist, said scientists work- 
ing on the project are trying “to keep on good terms” with members of the 
Northwest Shoshone tribe, who are also involved in the salvage work. 


Federal spending at $3,400 per Utahn 


OGDEN — Federal government spending in Utah during fiscal 1988 aver- 
aged $3,400 per resident, the U.S. Bureau of the Census has announced. 

The government allotted Utah $5.7 billion of the $884 billion it spent on the 
country between Oct. 1, 1987, and Sept. 30, 1988, the bureau said. 

Utah ranked 25th in the nation in per capita spending by the federal 
government. Virginians received the most at $5,954 per resident, while 
Michigan residents were given the least at $2,543 each. 

The government spent an average of $3,545 per citizen, an increase of 3.3 
percent over the previous year. 

In Utah, the federal government spent $725 million on grants to state and 
local governments; $1.26 billion on salaries and wages; $2.06 billion for direct 
payments to individuals; $1.54 billion on procurement; and $149 million for 
other expenses,. x: 
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Utah medical liability claims have risen 


ST. GEORGE — Utah physicians paid $25.6 million in liability claims in 
1988 and have another $18 million set aside to pay claims that have not been 
resolved, according to Dr. John Stanchfield, director of the Utah Medical 
Insurance Association. 

Medical liability claims have risen erratically from the 40 filed in 1984 to the 
56 filed in 1988. “There was, and still is, amajor problem in obstetrical liability 
losses. It’s a big-ticket item all over the United States,” Stanchfield said. In

Japanese Prime Minister received $1 million from company

Japanese Prime Minister Noboru 
receiving a 
nearly $1 million donation between 
1985 and 1987 from a company that is 
at the center of a major bribery scan- 
dal. 

Takeshita said, “The funds were 
only donations and not bribes. Politi- 
cal donations are indispensable ele- 
ments for vital political activities, 
which are said to be the foundation of 
a society.” 

However, part of his statements 
Tuesday at a meeting of the Japanese 
Parliament’s budget committee con- 
tradicted his previous denials that he 
had received funds from Recruit Cos- 


mos of Tokyo. 

“Tam feeling the political and moral 
responsibilities very strongly,” 
Takeshita said. 


The opposition parties have de- 
manded Takeshita’s resignation, but 
BYU Political Science Department 
professor Lee W. Farnsworth said 
there is a problem. 

He said Takeshita will not resign 
from his position because nobody else 
can become the prime minister. 


Usually two or three people head- 
ing their faction of the Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Party are waiting to become 
the prime minister, but all of them 
have had problems with Recruit. 

According to Farnsworth, Shintaro 
Abe, the LDP secretary general, and 
Hideo Watanabe, chairman of the 
LDP policy committee, are the two 
leaders nearest to the position, but 
both purchased unlisted shares of Re- 
eruit Cosmos and sold. them for a 
profit. 

Prime Minister Takeshita’s popu- 
larity among the people is only 9 per- 
cent, the lowest percentage of any 
Japanese prime minister in history. 

Farnsworth said, “no one is ready 
to become the prime minister. No one 
is clean.” 

Takeshita will wait until the elec- 
tion of the House of Councilors, which 
will be held in July, before making his 
decision on whether he resigns, 
Farnsworth said. 

“The LDP might lose seats,” but 
not the majority. Whether Takeshita 
has to resign depends on how bad the 
election’s result turns out.

Pyramid schemes 
by mail, in person 
violate Utah law

Pyramid schemes, like the Lucky 
18, are more than just lucky — 
they’re illegal, said the Director of the 
Utah Department of Commerce’s 
Consumer Protection Division 

Gary Hansen said that for the past 
two weeks citizens throughout Utah, 
especially along the Wasatch Front, 
have: .been exposed , to, pyramid... 
‘schemes like thedarcky 183 Wee —: 

He said with the Lucky 18 scheme, 
the participants exchange the pack- 
age face to face and claim that it’s not 
illegal because they are not using the 
mail. 

. “Whether it’s by mail or face to 
face, if it involves cash it’s illegal,” 
said Hansen. 

Involvement in pyramid schemes is 
against Utah state law. Ruth Ren- 
lund, Utah assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral, said that participating in a pyra- 
mid scheme is a third degree felony. 

Cash-oriented chain letters violate 
the Consumer Sales Practices Act 
and Criminal Code of Utah. If the 
U.S. mail is used by the participants, 
then they are in violation of a Federal 
Law, said Renlund. 

Hansen is concerned about the re- 
cent popularity of such schemes and 
believes it has sparked other chain 
letters. One major concern is the 
Golden Circle scheme. 

The Golden Circle is a pyramid 
scheme that invites the public to lis- 
ten to their plan in a group situation. 
Hansen said by approaching people 
this way, they feel more pressure 
from friends in the group to join. 

. Hansen said the Consumer Protec- 
tion Agency has sent warnings to peo- 
ple who are alleged participators in a 
pyramid scheme. 

To help end these schemes, Hansen 
said that people who receive any type 
of information about pyramid 
schemes should either mail or bring 
the lists of names to the Consumer 
Protection Agency located in Salt 
Lake City.

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five years. It’s a cardiovascular work- 
out that is done to dance steps and 
up-beat music. The two largest aero- 
bie programs are being held at BYU 
and the Palace, a local dance club. 

BYU has the largest aerobics pro- 
gram at any university in Utah. They 
have 18 aerobics instructors and 
classes every hour from 7 a.m. to 7 
p.m. The aerobic classes are held in 
the Smith Field House, Monday 
through Thursday. The Palace also 
offers one of Utah County’s largest 
aerobics programs. It’s called New 
Tech aerobics. 

New Tech aerobics was established 
in September, 1986, by Kristin Mur- 
dock, an instructor at the Palace, and 
her sister Candice Gasdik,who is also 
an instructor. 

Murdock taught aerobics at the 
Ridge Athletic Club for eight years 
before coming up with the idea to 
start her own program. Murdock, and 
long-time friend Wally Gerber, who 
at the time had his own aerobics class 
at another spa, decided to go into 
business together. 

New Tech aerobics is considerably 
different from the more traditional 
program that might be associated 
with athletic workouts. They have a 
live DJ, videos and special lighting to 
make working out enjoyable while 
students and others aerobicize. Mur- 
dock thought up this unique idea, “the 
works” as she put it, while in her bed- 
room. She went to Brian Murdock, 
manager of the Palace and told him 
she wanted to start this aerobics pro- 
gram. He agreed and classes began. 
New Tech aerobics has been going on 
for more than two years now. One 
great thing about having aerobic 
classes at the Palace, according to 
Murdock, is the size, particularly i ina 
college town where most everyone 
wants to be physically fit. It’s a dance 
club usually, so the club fits everyone 
comfortably, according to Murdock. 
Classes usually bring in 60-100 people 
for every class. 

All the classes, which run Monday 
through Saturday, are popular, said 
Murdock. 

There are only three instructors, 
Murdock, Gasdik and Gerber. The 
week-day night classes, at 5:30 p.m. 
and 6:30 p.m., seem to be the most 
popular with the BYU students, ac- 
cording to Murdock. 

It’s 6:30 p.m, there’s a line out the 
door to sign in for the aerobics class. 
Gerber teaches this class, which 
seems to draw in many more guys 
than the other two classes. Shawna 
Comer, a freshman at BYU said, “We

Aerobic classes are not only a won- 
derful way to keep in great shape, but 
also a good place to jabber away with 
friends while exercising, according to 
many students who attended. 

Why should one exercise at an aero- 
bic level? Aerobics, or’ ‘promoting the 
supply of oxygen,” is the pulse-rate 
system of exercise first developed by 
Dr. Kenneth Cooper, director of the 
Aerobic Center in Dallas, and is now 
greatly supported by the American 
Heart Association as one of the most 
important methods of attaining fit- 


ness. It involves moving vigorously - 


and steadily over a period of twenty 
to forty-five minutes, three to five 
times a week, so that the cardiovascu- 
lar system (heart, lungs and circula- 
tory system) works at a rate that de- 
mands large amounts of oxygen. 

Dr. Thomas Cureton and exercise 
physiologist said, “After three 
months of aerobic exercise your lungs 
become stronger, your heart beats 


less often and pumps with more 
strength and your blood carries more 
oxygen to your muscles.” Evidence is 
now overwhelming on how aerobic 
exercise sharply lowers levels of anxi- 
ety and depression. Medical records 
show that people who get regular aer- 
obic exercise have lower levels of anx- 
iety and fewer medical complaints. 

Nutrition is another thing Murdock 
emphasizes in her aerobics classes. 
Medical history proves eating three 
meals a day, not snacking in between 
meals, and the right exercise is the 
basis to total fitness.

The number of neutrons detected 
during the experiment so far amount 
to no more than what people are ex- 
posed to every day through cosmic 
rays, Cecil said. 

In fusion, however, there is the 
benefit of a lower number of long- 
lived radioactive waste products, he 
said. 

Although in ordinary fusion as 
many neutrons are released as in fis- 
sion and inherently are just as bad a 
source of radiation, you do not have 
the fission products, like radioactiv- 
ity, said Cecil. 

Dr. Allan Hauer at the Los Alamos 
National Laboratory, where unsuc- 
cessful attempts have been made to 
duplicate the U of U experiments, 
said another beneficial aspect of cold 
fusion is that it can be produced at 
room temperature and would not re- 
quire the kinds of extreme conditions 
produced in the other processes, con- 
ditions of the type that occurr in stars 
and the sun. 

The extraordinarily high tempera- 


tures required for two other known 
fusion processes, laser and magnetic 
fusion, have so far prevented the pro- 
cesses from being used. 

In magnetic fusion the problem has 
been to extract the energy in a form 
useful in a reactor; the challenge with 
laser fusion has been to contain the 
pulse of energy and transfer it to a 
heat storing element, said Hauer. 

While prototypes have been con- 
structed for laser and magnetic fu- 
sion, the third fusion process, the cold 
fusion or Muon Catalyzed fusion as it 
was called before the U of U experi- 
ments, is far less developed. 

BYU physicist Steve Jones, who 
has also announced results from ex- 
periments similar to those at the U of 
U but of smaller dimensions, is well- 
known for his research on Muon Cata- 
lyzed fusion. 

When it comes to the utilization of 
the fusion process for public consump- 
tion, it would not be altogether that 
different from the one currently being 
used with a cold fire power plant or a 
fission nuclear reactor, Cecil said.
